Long her Body had not been buried, but the Houſe was diſquieted in the 
Night tyme with-unufual Noiſe, which-by degrees inggealed, tothe Terror of 
thoſe that were in it, or, Jived*near if.z bac this {got icing one 
Night appearing ro him in a threatoing Sflapey iwith-F flaming and*Jreadtul 
Countenance, whilſt he wasgtrembling at ſo horrid a$ight, and pr yiog far 
Mercy and Prote&ion from God, he received a might#Blow on the'Arm with 
a Pot, which has rendered that Arm lame, if not uſeleſs. 

. . Ever ſince, at other times, there were- other Shapes and Diſturbances, fo
